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Board names president 

Tarrant County Dean accepts presidential post 


The Board of Trustees named 

former TJC government instruc¬ 
tor Dr. Raymond M. Hawkins 
college president in its Jan. 26 
meeting. Hawkins, 41, is Dean of 
Instruction at Tarrant County 
Junior College—Northeast Cam¬ 
pus. 

In what Board President Dr. 
Eugene Allen called the most 
difficult decision of his term, the 
Board selected Hawkins from 
more than 50 applicants. The full 
Board interviewed more than 20 
individually. 

Among those applying for the 
post were college presidents from 
in and oufof state. “Many could 

have served well,” Allen said. 
Allen added there were three very

He said he enjoys playing with 
the Globetrotters very much. 
Although it is much different 
from competitive basketball, 
Blacklock says “it is really nice 
knowing that you are giving all 
that enjoyment to all those 
people.” 

The basketball jesters pit their 
skills against the California 
Chiefs w ho travel with the Globe¬ 
trotters. A Chiefs player says they 
haven’t won a game in all the 
years they have been playing 
them. He said, “the defense 
makes the ‘trotters try to win, but 
offensively there isn’t much you 
can do against them.” 

One of the Chiefs says that

Grants cut college cost 


This time every semester it 
is common for students to 
lament the high costs of a 
college education—tuition, 
books, room and board. While 
costs do rise, they don’t rise as 
fast as they might. 

Have you ever noticed that 
all the names on campus 
buildings are not those of 
administrators? Instead they 
bear the names of area phi¬ 
lanthropists: Wise, Genecov, 
Vaughn, Pirtle and Hudnall, 
just to name a few. If one looks 
into who foots the bill for these 
expensive facilities, one finds 
that it isn’t students at 
registration. 

Scholarships are blessed in 
the same manner. The 14 
pages in the college catalogue 
detail scholarships too nu¬ 
merous to mention. All these 
scholarships are given in the 


interest of making higher 
education more affordable, 
more attainable to students. 

And grants are made to 
college departments like the 
Anderson $10,000 (See page 
1) or numerous technology 
grants from such firms as 
Pirtle, Haliburton and Exxon. 

Models and working equip¬ 
ment are given freely or at 
much reduced rates to in¬ 
crease campus facilities. 

In short, students at reg¬ 
istration and Tyler area tax¬ 
payers, could be paying much 
higher fees. 

The News deeply appreci¬

Women lead men’s scores 
on fall honor roll 2 to 1 


More than 800 students were we do know that most of our 
named to the President’s List (all students do as well as or better at 

a senior college than the ones who 
were freshmen and sophomores 
that began at a senior college.” 

About 14 percent of the total 
enrollment are named on the 
honor roll. Of the total of 837 
honor roll students—534 were 
females and 303 were male. ‘‘I 
think the reason for more females 
being on the honor roll is that 
they mature faster and are better 
in school at an earlier age,” says 
Leard. 

During the spring, scholarship 
committees look first to the honor 
roll to award scholarships to 
students, Leard said. 

He believes students need 
“concentration and better sched¬ 
uling of time to make good grades 
in the spring semester.” “Some 
students use time well and some 
abuse it. It is a matter of what is 1 
important to the student.” 

After the computer prints out 
the names of the honor roll 
students, it then divides the 
names by . hometowns the stu¬ 
dents are from and individual lists 
are sent to the students’ towns. 
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A’s) and the Dean’s List (B 
average) for the fall semester, 
said Academic Dean Jerry Leard. 

A student must take 12 se¬ 
mester hours, have a 2.3 average 
and not have any D’s, F’s or 
drops while failing on his grade 
report to make the honor roll, 
Leard said. 

The grade point system is the 
same for both sophomores and 
freshmen. A student earns three 
points for an A, two points for a 
B, one point for a C and zero 
points for a D or F. The number of 
points for the grade a student 
makes is multiplied by the hours 
he has taken and this is totaled to 
determine his grade point aver¬ 
age, says Leard. 

The honor roll is to encourage 
high standards of scholarship. 
“Academic honors should be 
recognized just as much as ath¬ 
letic honors,” says Leard. “Stu¬ 
dents are in college to learn in the 
first place.” 

“We go by the students’ 
records and how they do here. We 
don’t know what their high school 
records were,” says Leard. “But,

Former TJC star joins 'court jesters’

When the Harlem Globe¬ 
trotters danced onto Wagstaff 
Gymnasium’s floor last week to 
the tune of “Sweet Georgia 
Brown,” fans focused on a 
former TJC basketball standout. 

It’s been a few years since 
Jimmy Blacklock, now the trot¬ 
ter’s team captain and dribbling 
dabster, has played at Wagstaff 
but when he did he was warmly 
welcomed. 

Blacklock’s success is one of 
those rags-to-riches stories 
about a poor black boy who 
makes his career in athletics. 

TJC Athletic Director Floyd 
Wagstaff is the man responsible 
for putting Blacklock on the road 
to success. 

“He was born and reared in a 
family of 15 children,” recalled 
Wagstaff. “He had high goals. 1 
tried him out and decided to 
take him.” 

“I was very instrumental in 
getting him to go to school,” 
continued Wagstaff with vigor. 
“His mother died while he was 


going to school here and then 
his whole life was wrapped up in 
basketball.” 

When Wagstaff, then head 
coach, got hold of the 6-foot-2, 
180-pound Houston Yates High 
School product, things began to 
fall into place for the young man 
w ho would one day be a member 
of America’s most well-known 
basketball team. 

And Blacklock hasn’t for¬ 
gotten that, either. 

“1 love him (Wagstaff),” said 
Blacklock sincerely. “He’s been 
more than a coach—he’s a 
father, a brother, a mother, a 
friend and a philosopher. I was 
afraid of him when I first came 
here because I didn’t know as 
much as the other guys on the 
team. 1 was one of the few 
blacks here at that time.” 

But, being a member of a 
minority didn’t hinder this 
Houstonian. Blacklock made the 
National Junior College Athletic 
Association All-Tournament 
team in 1970 and led the 
Apaches to a Texas Eastern 
Conference championship with 


a 33-6 record. 

And then it was off to Long¬ 
horn country w'here the cage 
star was named the Longhorn’s 
Most Valuable Player in 1971. 

Joe Cunningham, Globetrot¬ 
ter public relations man said, 
“Jimmy came to the Globe¬ 
trotters as a good basketball 
player, but turned out to be a 
showman on the court. There’s 
a lot of ham in all of us — he’ll 
be around a while.” 

For nine months of the year, 
Blacklock travels with the 
“Court Jesters,” sometimes 
playing two games a day seven, 
days a week. 

During the three months he’s 
not on the road, the master 
dribbler “enjoys time” with his 
wife Mary and their daughter. 
He speaks to youth groups and 
children’s civic programs and is 
a dedicated vveightlifter. 

But even though Blacklock is 
now- a member of the zany 
Harlem Globetrotters, he still 
holds memories of college days 
at TJC dear — he remembers 
his roots.
